A person who owns, or keeps a dog more than four months old 
shall annually on or before April 1 cause it to be licensed and shall 
pay $4.00 for each neutered male or spayed female dog, $6.00 for each 
male dog and $8.00 for each female dog. If the license fee for any dog 
is not paid by April 1, fifty percent penalty is added. 

Before a person shall be entitled to obtain a license for a spayed 
female or neutered male dog, he shall exhibit to the clerk a certificate 
signed by a duly licensed veterinarian showing that the female or male 
has been sterilized. 

Before obtaining a license for a dog four months of age or older, a 
person shall deliver to the town clerk a certificate or certified copy 
thereof signed by a duly licensed veterinarian, stating that the dog has 
within 27 months been vaccinated against rabies with a vaccine ap- 
proved by the Department of Agriculture. The town clerk shall keep 
the certificates or copies thereof on file.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND 
ADMINISTRATION TO RUTLAND TOWN CITIZENS 

The proposed budget for the year July 1, 1979 to June 30, 1980 
has been prepared under the new Vermont School Accounting Manual as 
required by the Commissioner of Education. This accounting manual is 
used for the development of a program budgeting system. In this tran- 
sition year, it is impossible to compare line item costs with last year’s 
budget, but the overall budget increase is $86,443. This is a 6.6 in- 
crease, which is below the annual rate of inflation. After this year, it 
will once again be possible to compare line items. 

The School Board is concerned about overcrowding conditions in 
certain areas of the building. Because of the need for more individual 
attention at the primary level, we are concerned about numbers of 
children in the primary wing. One classroom has two teachers and as 
many as forty-three children at one time. We are asking you to be a- 
ware of this for future consideration. Presently, Art is being taught in 
the lower lobby and the cafeteria is being used 80% of the time for Phy- 
sical Education. The Industrial Arts area has been our continued con- 
cern and was brought to our attention again by the inspection of the 
State Fire Marshall's Office. The safety problem in this area needs 
immediate attention. 

Another one of our major concerns is the upkeep of the building. 
We have resurfaced the oval driveway and taken care of the drainage 
problems in front. We have also had large expenses in heating, plumb- 
ing and roof repairs. The building is now eleven years old and de- 
mands constant attention. 

This year we have an excellent ice skating facility that will serve 
not only the student body, but the entire town. The PTO, the Recrea- 
tion Committee and the School Board worked cooperatively to provide 
funds to finish the rink and the warming shed. Special thanks must be 
extended to Joe Fish, who volunteered endless hours finishing the 
rink, designing and building the warming shed. Also, thanks must go to 
Chris Oakman for contributing the wire and heater and Don Chioffi for 
plowing, flooding and getting the rink operational this year. Because 
of the cooperation of all the groups and individuals involved, Rutland 
Town can be proud of an excellent facility that will be used for many 
years. For the remainder of the year, it will be used as a primary phy- 
sical education area. 


Mrs. Blanche Perkins, our Home Economics teacher for ten years, 
retired this year and we would like to thank her for many years of dedi- 
cated service. Arlene Robertson, our school secretary for ten years, 
has moved to the Boston area, and we would like to wish her well and 
thank her for the excellent service she provided. 

Last spring, we did two fifteen week curriculum studies. One pro- 
duced a new social studies curriculum that has been implemented this 
year. The other study was the Middle School Curriculum Study. The 
results of this study were presented to the school board and a middle 
school plan was approved and developed. We are in the first year of 
implementation and are working out some of the small problems. We 
have already seen many strong points, such as more teacher directed 
time and less free time, more concentrated time to work on the basics 
for those students that need it and extra advanced courses for other 
students. Flexible scheduling has allowed us an opportunity to give 
students more individual attention and to better meet the needs of each 
child. A full report will be given to the school board at the end of the 
year. We are presently looking at other curriculum areas and will up- 
date some math and science materials next year. 

The survey of the Barker property has been done and we are in the 
process of obtaining the deed. The final deed will give the School 
District 58.6 acres for future use.

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RECREATION COMMISSIONERS REPORT 

The year 1978 was one of much progress and also much frustration 
in the area of our recreational development in the town. Of prime con- 
cern is the greatly needed summer recreation complex on the Barker 
property which has been named NORTHWOOD PARK. After some ini- 
tial problems of coordination with our Town Landfill, a redesign of our 
plans became necessary to allow ample parking to be offered and also 
allow design of a properly balanced area for swimming, picnicing, 
tennis and also a bal I field- This redesign was accomplished but did 
add significant costs to the project. Our project was put out to bid in 
the fall of this year but all bids were rejected as they came in signifi- 
cantly higher than our budgeted amount for the project. Since that time 
we have totally redesigned our bath-house building, cutting down the 
square footage and reducing the decking area around the pool. We also 
plan to let bids separately for the pool and the bath-house construction 
in the interests of saving much of our taxpayer’s money. 

We plan to bid the project again in mid February of 1979. Un- 
fortunately the results will not be able to appear in this report but may 
be placed on an addendum sheet for town meeting day. Also, an 
artist's rendering of the site and recreation complex will be on dis- 
play at each polling place with a breakdown of project phases and 
costs. We still cling to our original thought that the pool will be open 
June 15, 1979 for our residents. Countless hours of planning, meet- 
ings, and on site work have been invested by your commission members 
to arrive at this stage in our project. The original cost of the project 
was to be $278,300.00 of which the Federal and State share amounted 
to $222,640.00. The Town's share which you have voted to date is 
$51,500.00. 

Due to inflation during our two years of planning and due also in 
part to changes previously mentioned, we are asking the State to allow 
us a 10?o overrun to properly complete the facility. This will bring the 
total cost to $306,130.00 if the State approves our request. The voted 
$51,500.00 plus interest and co-operative site planning between the 
Selectmen and Recreation Commission makes the total town contri bution 
$61,226.00. We hope you will support our decision and also stop by to 
watch our project come to completion. 

Dewey Field has been completed and the tennis courts seem to be 
very popular with young and old alike. Rob Del Bianco was hired as 
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the playground supervisor and did a fine |ob both in organization and 
in field maintenance this year. Plans for the future include increased 
parking and improved modern lighting of the ballfield. We hope you can 
make it over to enjoy this beautiful facility. There is ample room for 
family reunion type picnics and our residents are encouraged to use the 
facility for large group functions. 

The skating program was greatly enhanced this year due to the 
construction of a warming building and landscaping of the rink area. 
This project is a tribute to the local citizen spirit of our town, as all 
labor was volunteered by Joe Fish, a retired contractor, and all elec- 
tric supplies were provided by Oakman Electric Supply at no charge to 
the town. A big thank you to these gentlemen. Our PTO provided the 
impetus for the project with a generous contribution and the School 
Board and the Recreation Commission also helped with the cost. Last 
but certainly not least the Fire Department provided hoses and nozzles 
for flooding. I guess we would certainly call this a total joint town 
effort. t

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RUTLAND TOWN PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 

The Rutland Town Planning Commission was reappointed according 
to State Statutes in the summer of 1978. 

The first major step was the acceptance of Flood Hazard Regula- 
tions for the Town with the aim to allow Town Residents to be able to 
utilize insurance and rate schedules according to “The National Flood 
Insurance Program." The maps and regulations now on file at the 
Town Clerk's office were accepted on an interim basis by the Select- 
men, until March meeting when a ballot item will be included in the 
warning. It is rather important to accept Flood Hazard Regulations so 
as to aid people in a flood area to secure mortage loans. It is also im- 
portant that the Town accept this program by an affirmative vote on the 
regulation because it is a solid help in receiving federal grants of near- 
ly every nature. 

At the present time the Town Plan is going through the proper and 
legal steps for new adoption and acceptance so there will not be any 
question in Act 250 Hearings. 

The Planning Commission has held several meetings and plans bi- 
monthly meetings in the future. After final approval of the Town Plan 
by Selectmen the Planning Commission will be holding hearings on 
sub-division regulations which are urgently needed. 

The Commission has attended many Act 250 Hearings in the past in 
support of the Selectmen and plans to be of assistance in the future at 
these hearings. 


REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 

The STATE OF THE REGION was marked by improvements in the 
economy throughout much of the County which resulted in a further de- 
crease in unemployment. At the same time, inflation continued to eat 
into everyone’s budgets at an alarming rate and “proposition 13” type 
referenda were put on a number of local ballots reflecting the concern 
over costs of public services. In short, with dramatic economic changes 
goverments are being asked to respond to the needs of constituents in 
ways that are new and more productive, yet provide at the same or less 
cost the same level of services. 

The Regional Commission |ias been involved in a number of pro- 
grams in the past year. Some were continuations of existing programs, 
some were new initiatives. Some of the programs were controversial. 
However, all the programs were continually exposed to public debate 
and scrutiny here in the region. This is an important point in light of 
many new state and federal programs. Often the policies and decisions 
which follow these programs are being made at the state and federal 
level by default. It’s essential therefore, that the opportunity for re- 
viewing these programs and influencing policies, regulations, and de- 
cisions be kept close to home. The Commission can play a key role in 
this process. By getting the word out to locally-elected officials and 
and other decision makers the Commission can act as a forum for bring- 
ing people together so that they can have a “hands on" approach to 
such programs and the accompanying policy decisions.

Although the economic picture of the Rutland Region showed im- 
provement over the past year, unemployment while down close to 2 % 
still hovered around 6 % at the end of the year. More critical is the ris- 
ing cost of living which effects everyone in the region, particularly 
those on fixed or limited incomes. 

Economic development activities have been a major priority of the 
Commission during the past year. Our continued involvement with the 
Economic Development Council of Southwest Vermont showed that 
people from all over the region can work together to solve common pro- 
blems. Through the efforts of the Council, and the RRPC various com- 
munities received technical and financial assistance in their develop- 
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ment efforts often resulting in retained or new jobs in the County. An- 
other program in which the Commission is involved is designed to en- 
courage re-investment in existing historic buildings and groups of 
buildings located in village centers and downtowns with the belief 
that finding new uses for unused or "under-used* ’ buildings serves to 
bolster local economies. 

Economic development programs will continue to be a top priority 
with the Commission in the coming years. 

SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 

The opportunity exists, for perhaps the first time, to reach an inter- 
mediate and perhaps a long range solution to the problem of solid waste 
di sposal. 

The Commission on behalf of most towns in the region, is vigorous- 
ly pursuing an application to the U.S. Enviromental Protection Agency 
(EPA) which could make available funds for resource recovery plaht de- 
velopment for solid waste disposal. Specifically, the program could 
pay 75 % of the 'front end' costs. 

If successful the funding opportunity could “dovetail’' with the ex- 
isting regional sanitary landfill siting program now underway and re- 
duce the amount of solid waste brought to landfills by 75 % or more. (A 
resource recovery plant, which for instance, burned solid waste and 
generated steam for nearby industry, could be build). The Appli cation 
was supported by resolutions from 20 (possibly 22) communities repre- 
senting 93^0 of the Region’s population and 96 % of the solid waste 
stream. 

TRANSPORTATION 

As last year, the lack of public transportation still poses some 
serious problems for a number of the region's residents. With gas 
prices on the rise, the need for a transit system to provide basic 
movement between home and work, or shopping, or health services, 
may greatly increase. 

The region's two year-old bus system is a step in meeting this 
need. Over the past year the bus ridership increased to over 100,000 
passengers. Of these nearly 43 % were over 60 years of age. The bus 
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is also meeting the transportation needs of some of the area's human 
service agencies, thereby providing more coordination and a more 
effective use of our tax dollars. 

The Regional Planning Commission has provided technical informa- 
tion to the managers of the bus upon which day-to-day operationg decis 
ions can be made. Continued work in the public transportation area 
should place the region in an advantageous position to meet the future 
transportation needs of the region’s residents. 

LOCAL SERVICES 

The complexities of the 1970’s are reflected in the increased 
demands on local government in the Country and in the Rutland Region. 
Yet the financial and technical abilities to deal with the many issues 
raised by these complexities are often beyond the grasp of any one 
local community. To be informed of changes in federal and state 
legislation - to say nothing of the increasing number of laws and 
regulations to which communities must relate - requires almost daily 
i nvo I vement. 

At issue is how to provide communities of the region with the 
technical assistance they require to not only take advantage of govern- 
ment programs but also to prepare, adopt, administer, and enforce 
local plans, by-laws and capital programs in their daily affairs and in 
directing future development without overextending their financial 
capabi I i ti es. 

The Commission will continue to respond to requests from communi- 
ties for technical assistance and seek to expand it’s ability to provide 
services in areas that can be most beneficial to towns in their con- 
tinuing operations. In the past year, assistance ranging from simple 
phone responses to development of a Capital Improvement Program 
has been part of this program. In addition a state grant was obtained 
for a workshop between Rutland City and Rutland Town aimed at 
fostering more cooperation between the two communities. The Com- 
mission has continued to work with the two communities and the Forum 
for Regional Cooperation on the programs and objectives developed in 
the workshop. 

We will also continue to assist any member community, as request- 
ed, in the preparation and adoption of local land use plans, zoning 
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and subdivision regulations and capital programs. 

REGIONAL LAND USE AND HOUSING PLAN 

During the year the Commission’s Regional Land Use Plan and 
Regional Housing Program were updated. At issue was how to re- 
concile the competing interests, philosophies and local requirements 
in a way that would serve both the communities and the region. The 
result was two documents that local communities can use as guides, 
should they so desire, in charting future growth and development. 

LAND USE 

Future growth and development in the Region can take a number 
of courses. One is unguided and unplanned growth which can lead to 
increasing local government costs. Another is a coordinated effort 
on the part of local communities to develop guidelines within which 
development can take place. Local governments have the ultimate 
responsibility to plan for the future and adopt the mechanisms to 
implement local plans. However, in concert with the Regional Com- 
mission, broad goals, policies, and objectives can be generated to 
encourage coordinated growth and development not just within a com- 
munity but throughout the entire region to the benefit of all the re- 
gion's residents. This latter course was followed with the adoption 
by the Commission June 20, 1978 of the Regional Land Use Plan. 
The plan has been in preparation during the past two years and is the 
result of numerous public meetings, extensive publicity, and creative 
di scus sion. 

HOUSING 

There still remain a number of households for which no housing 
is available at a reasonable cost. This forces some families to live 
in unsafe and unhealthy conditions or often requires them to pay more 
for housing then they can afford. 

The Regional Planning Commissions’ Housing Program, reviewed 
and adopted, during the past year, suggests some directions to follow 
to meet these problems. The Program provides the Commission with a 
set of policies, goals, and objectives which encourage the production 
of housing aimed at the needs of those persons not presently served 
under current private production. In some communities steps are 
already being taken to utilize federal incentives to the private sector 
to meet local housing needs. 


VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL REPORT TO THE CITIZENS OF RUTLAND TOWN 

The established mission of the State Health Department is to 
protect and promote the health of all Vermonters. In Working towards 
this goal, the Vermont Department of Health has provided directly, 
or assured the provision of, preventive health services to communities 
across the State. During 1978, the following services were received 
by the residents of Rutland Town; 

548 elementary school children were examined by a dental 
hygienist and received personal oral hygiene instruction twice 
during the school year. 

Public Health Nurses made 57 individual public health visits 
to 28 persons. 

15 children received preventive health examinations and counsell 
ing at Well Child Conferences. 

16 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 

5 doses of vaccine were supplied to school nurses and other 
public cl inics. 

Through the Handicapped Children’s Program, diagnosis and 
treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other 
conditions were provided to 9 children. 

Through the Child Development Clinic, 2 children received 
diagnostic and intensive follow-up services for suspected physi- 
cal and or mental retardation. 

8 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung 
disease through the Barre, Rutland or other Health Department 
chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Burlington: 

19 diagnostic blood tests, 

23 bacteriological and viral cultures, 

3 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor 
drinking water quality. 
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Through the Emergency Medical Services Program, the Health 
Department provided funds to help with the purchase of equipment for 
the Aldous Ambulance Service. 

2 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer through 
the Cervical Cancer Screening Program. 

Statewide, 278 emergency medical technicians were trained, 157, 
688 doses of vaccine were distributed to private physicians; 17 hospi- 
tals and 48 nursing homes were inspected and licensed; 3,500 blood 
and breath samples were tested for alcohol content; 2,003 restaurants 
were inspected, 4,266 venereal disease office visits and/or treatments 
were paid for and 820 contacts were traced; material to test 46,356 
persons for tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, public 
clinics, and schools, 90 industrial inspections affecting 9,656 work- 
ers were done, 39 x-ray machines were inspected; treatment for 
21,519 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the 
Tooth Fairy and Denticaid programs; and, in conjunction with Planned 
Parenthood, 10,134 persons received contraceptive counselling and 
service. 4 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local 
Health Services to your Town Health Officer, Donald F. Icken, DVM. 

Your Town Clerk, Richard Del Bianco, received support and 
instruction in the handling of vital records from the Division of Public 
Heal th Stati sti cs.

If they need skilled nursing and are homebound, they would qualify 
under the Medicare Program. 

We set up Preventive Health Clinics, work closely with State 
Public Health Nurses to coordinate maternal and child health ser- 
vices, work with other agencies in the area to provide a comprehensive 
health program and also provide Pre-Natal classes.

Our 
Food and Nutrition program uses community gardens, nutrition educa- 
tion and emergency food programs to show people that they can take 
care of their own nutritional needs. Our Energy Program helps people 
weather the on-going energy crisis by supplying fuel loans, providing 
and installing wood stoves, making emergency free-wood deliveries 
and weatheri zing cl ients' homes.
